Wittingly or unwittingly our 
fathers built up our national char- 
acter by teaching that each must 
be a law unto himself.

Fossils of all sorts have a high 


jeommercial value to the Chinese. 


They are called “dragon bones,” and 
when powdered, dissolved in acid 
and mixed With a liberal quantity 


1 of native superstition, are of un- 


doubted efficacy as a medicine for 
every kind of iHness, from rheuma- 
tism to gunshot wounds. The apoth- 
geary shops naturally carry on a 
considerable trade in fossils, and if 
a Chinese finds @ fossil-bearing locale 
ity; he wnards it as if it were a gold 
mine. Forélgners find it tedious and 
often impossible to obtain permis- 
sion to exémine some of the long- 
worked beda that for centuries have 
been bequeathed by one generation 
to another. “Belief in feng-shui, 
“spirits of the earth, wind and wa- 
ter,” which guard all burial places 
in China, is another native obstacle 
to stientifie work. Since in many 
thickly settled regions it is rather 
diffienlt to find a spot so far away 
from a grave site that feng-shui is 
inoperative, the fossil hunter must 
be extremely cautious in digging’ 
without having first obtained the 
consent of the nearest villagers.
